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NEED 20,000,000 
CUBIC FEET HELIUM 

Fort Worth, Texas, September 4.—

about 20,000,000 cubie feet of helium, 
the production of which at the Fort 
Worth plant required two months, ac- 
cording to experts here today. ‘The 
local plant is now operating at full 
capacity extracting the helium from 
the natural gas which is piped here 
from Petrolia, 90 miles away. 

The local plant represents an 
yestment of about $5,000,000. 

The output of the plant is now 
1,250,000 cubie feet per month. The 
cost of production is high, though it 
is decreasing constantly.

At 
the eleventh hole in the forenoon 
round Gunn stood 3 down to Vincent 
Bradford, of Beaver Valley, a Pitts- 
burg suburb. The Atlanta young- 
ster, one of the longest hitters here, 
was apparently sinking fast... . 
“From somewhere on high the gods 
of golf must have reached down and 
touched Gunn’s shoulder with a mag- 
ic wand, Some touch from the eter- 
nal heavens must have entered his 
soul. As he stood on the twelfth 
tee with his young face grim and set, 
something unknown to the limited hu- 
man ken must have entered. his soul, 
For. starting from this point, the 
trailing Gunn won just 15° con- 
secutive holes to win his match by 
the margin of 12 up and 11 to play, 
and he reeled off these next 15 
holes in four under even 4s and four 
under par. | 


“From that twelfth hole on to the 
afternoon finish the youngster was 


the: nonpariel unleashed. Every shot | 


that he hit sailed for the pin as if it 
had been fired by a rifle. He fre- 
queutly drove 300 yards or more 
straight down the course and his ap- 
proach shots left him with simple 
putts to equal or beat par. ~ Before 
this suddenly arisen gale Bradford 
was a feather in the flame, a reed in 
the hurricane, a catboat in a storm. 
Hie had no chance to even live. He! 
was as completely overwhelmed as 
anyone could be.” 

Perry Lewis, in The Philadelphia 
Inquirer, said: 

“Atlanta not alone boasts the 
champion fighting to retain his dia- 
dem, but she also possesses. another 
golfing star in Watts Gunn, .whe 
snared the majority of the laurels to- 
day. Fighting with his back to the} 
wall, this youthful southerner rose 
mightily to the occasion and trounced 
Vincent Bradford, 12 and 10. 

“Gunn proved that there was some- 
thing in a name and he was there 
with both barrels, which he fired at 
the Pennsylvania foeman, and by his 
triumph won the first mateh in which 
he ever had engaged in a national 
championship. 

“This is the sort of golf the rarebit 
fiend dreams of and the wide-eyed 
romanticists rave of. Youu seldom see 
it in a championship, even in 4&4 
championship with nothing more im- 
portant than the third-flight cup of

“Whether Gunn just went hog-wild 
and shot his head off, or he is a new 
genius, fashioned after the monld of 
his fellow-townsman, Lobby Jones, 
succeeding chapters in the current 
drama must answer this puzzle.”

(/)—Consolidation of plants and the 
consequent elimination of numbers of 
high-salaried executives is the gist of 
a plan laid before the cotton manu- 
facturers of Fall River by Mayo: Ed- 
mund P. Talbet to enable mills here 
to compete successfully ‘against tex- 
tile factories anywhere in.the United 
States.

“Perhaps 20 or 30 mill treasurers 
now drawing big salaries- could 
eliminated and as many as 40 to 50 
superintendents dispensed with.”

GRAINS IN SLUMP 
ON PROFIT-TAKING 


Chicago, September 4.—(/)—There 
was a lively back somersault in corn 
prices today. After jumping to well 
above $1.00 a bushel, September de- 
livery, the corti: market ~-versed it- 
self in a rush of selling to r-alize 


profits. Prospects of cooler weather 
and of showers likely to check damage 
to the corn erop did much to start 
the selling. All grain closed weak, 
corn 13-4c to 4c net lower; Septem- 
ber 97 5-Se and December -S8e 
to 853-4c. Wheat finished 21-8c to 
8c down, December 1511-2 and May 
155 3-4 to 1557-8 with oats 58c to 
le off, and provisions varying from 
2e decline to a rise of 12c, 

At first the course of the corn mar- 
ket was governed by the fact that rec- 
ords for September heat were being 
broken in the west, and that reports 
at band showed vo abatement of 
drouth. It later developed, however. 
that country offerings of corn had 
increased on account of the bulge in 
values. At this jumcture, too, a fore- 
east of unsettled weather northwest 
was construed as pointing to relief to- 
morrow from the hot wave as well as 
giving some promise of mgjsture. ‘Then 
the downward swings of the market 
gathered force and the finish was at 
nearly the day’s bottom level. 

Unlike corn, wheat was depressed 
from the start. This was due in a 
measure to relative weakness of quo- 
tations at Liverpuol and to advices 
that threshing returns in Canada were 
turning vut larger than had been ex- 
pécted. The break in corn prices, 
though, had an even greater effect, 
and at the last the wheat market 
showed little power to rally, notwith- 
standing iudications that European 
demand had impreved, 

Some buying of Canadian wheat 
for mills ig the United States was 
reported. : 

Oats were influenced almost en- 
tirely by the aetion of corn. 

Provisions reflected an upturn in 
the value of hogs.

Story of Tragedy. 

Two young girls are said to have 
approached Parris and asked him to 
buy them a soft drink. After “setting 
them up,” Parris said, he walked with 
them over to the street car line, where 
they were approached by two men and 
two women. One of the men is said 
to have pulled a gun on him while the 
two women proceeded to curse the 
girls, and to tell them that they never 
would report anyone else. 

Parris said that he and his compan- 
ions were led through the woods to a 
seclufled spot on the river bank close 
to a bridge which spans the streain. 

Here a number of holes dug in the 
ground were visible: One of the wom- 
en assailants held a large pistol and 
when the girls approached one of the 
holes the woman is said to have fired. 
kiiling one of the girls instantly, and 
the second, following a struggle. 

After the murder, the two women 
are said to have stripped their vic- 
tims of their clothes, cut up their 
bodies with a large butcher knife and 
buried them in the holes. 

The two men then took Parris back 
to the road and told him to remain 
forever quiet concerning the affair 
and that if he ever divulged any cir- 
cumstances of the murder he _ too 
would meet an untimely death, Par- 
ris said. 

Since that time Parris stated that 
he had feared for his life and had 
tried to keep silent about the “mur- 
der.” 


Encounters Slayer. 

Recently, Parris is alleged to have 
told the solicitor that he had en- 
countered the slayer in Jefferson, as 
vhe applied for a room in the boarding 
house in which he was rooming. The 
woman is alleged to have recognized 
him and to hare left the town shortly 
siterward, fearing arrest. 

Following an unsuccessful search 
Friday afternoon Solicitor John A. 
Boykin stated that Marvin Baker had 
been selected as the special investizga- 
tor and that he had beey told to ap- 
ply to Captain A. A. Clarke, superin- 
tendent of public works of Fulton 
eounty for convicts te aid in the 
search.
